CURIOSITITS OF THE HEART.

The heart is the firel organ that makes ils ap-
pearance in the animal organism. The frst
trace of It 8 discovered about the end of the
third week of embyyonie e, when it presents
itselt & red spot—a mere central polut, as it
were—from which sundry vellow filaments are
seep shooting forth, This is the germ of that
“fearfully aud wonderfully made” instrument,
the human heart, accompanied by its principal
bloodvessa s,

“This organ,” says Galen, *“is the root of all
the entails and members of the body, snd the
very fountain of hie, and of all inuate and vital
heat.” The heart, nccordiog to the fanoy of the
Peripatetic philosophers, is, in & human body,
as the first intelhgevee in the universs, nud as n
Kind of monurch in its own little world, The
substance ol this musoular structure—for such it
18 emphatically— very compaet and strong, in
order that it may be able to resist the tremendous
strain destined to be pot upon It, espeanlly by
improdent people, and the better to preserve the
vital heat, and the spirit which, as another
quaint writer remarks, “would soon breathe ont
and vanieh saway from it, were il ol greater
ratiety and gottoess,"

1 propose to prescnt a few of the many curiosi-
ties found lu this little cabinet, at the death ol
its owner,

On dissecting the body of John Pennant, of
London, October 7, 1637, his heiart was found to
be globular instead of the vsual form, and
broader than it was long. The right ventricle
was of nn nshy color, nud wrinkled, ind like o
leathier purce in appearance, It wos entirely
empty, aud the flind usually found in its cover
ing (the pericardiom, ns it is called in ana-
tomieal langunge) was entirely dricd up. The
left ventricle was three 1lmes as large as the
right, and gcemed a¢ hard as stone, On opening
it there was found a fleshy formation wrapped n
various lolds, like s serpent, the body whercot
was as white as the human skin, shppery and
transparent, and apparently painted, It had
legs and arms of & Hesh color, and nervous fibres
were discernible, The body of it was hollow,
but otherwise eolid, amd *‘a guf, or somewhat
anslagous, subserviens to the uses of nature,”
was found in its cavity., This is given on the
suthority ot a London physician, (rom whose
Latin narrative it was translated.

We have the account of & man who died snd-
denly aiter having experienced the ususl symp-
toms of heart disease, to whose right ventricle n
worm was attuched, It was blnek in color, and
was dead, Its shape was *‘like to those worws
feund in wood.”

A noted thiel was subject to palpitation of the
heart. He was ptit upon the fatal wheel as o
';:;Ill‘*lln‘]’_‘llt. nnd as soon ns life was extinet his

dy was quarfered, and his beart cut open when
vet warm and palpitating, In its dght ventricle

here were found thres stones as large as pens.
They were of an ashy color, were somewhat
clongated, snd weighed sbout & drachm in the
nguregate.

stones gimilar to the above-named were found
in the heart of the Emperor Maximilian [1, who
was wlgo subject 1o like premonitory symproms,

In the heurt of an Itnian, who died in Parts
while studying medicine, there was fouud a sin-
‘_-I:- stone weighing several drachms, It was as
arge as n nutmez, nearly black in color, and
round in form. He had been violently ill for
about a lyuur.

An old anatomist, named Colnmbus, in di-soct-
ing the body of Cardinal Gambara Brixianus, at
Rome, found o tumor 1 the left ventricle of his
heart, which was hard, and as large as a heo's
eug. In another hishop's heurt preces of o
fleshy erowth, ns lurge a4 s man's fet, wers
tound within the right ventricle, near the oritice
ol the vens oava, They wero firmly united, He
had died suddenly,

When the body of Pope Urban the Eighth
(1614) was opened for the purpose of embalming
it, tbe left ventricle of g heart revealed the
rrw—ulu-v of a picee of bone in the form of the
etter T. 1t is worlhy of remark that in the gall
bladder five stones were deposited of the size of
a tilbert.

The heart of a man who died st Copenhagzen
of consumption was found to be as large as toat
o & medium=sized bullock. Belore it was openod
the leit ventricle felt harder than usval, leading
to the suspicion that some bony substance had
formed there, This was confirmed by the dis-
eovery at the root ot the sorta of a bone resom-
bling somowhat the fgure of the heart, aund
spongy in its nature,

The heart of o Roman student was found want-
ing in the pericardivm,  He was subject to nts
of syncope, in one of which he died.

The body of a noble Roman was found prac-
tically and almost literally heartless. That argan
had dried up, Its covering alone wus discover-
able on diseection.

At Venlee a thief was executed whose heart
was found 1o be covered with halr. The same
wiie the casr of Anstomenes, the Messeninn,
whose beart was cot out by the Athenians, on
his recapture as n prisoner of war, in order to
make sure of his not escaping s second time.
The Greeks recorded ol Hermogenes, the learned
rh¢torician, that his heart was not only hairy,
but larger by far thau common., Leonidus, the
“noble-hearied” leador of the immortal Spartan
band at the fmmous Siraits ol Thermopyle, betug
killed in the ongagemient with the army of
Xerxes, the lutter, in revenes, eaused his hoart
to be torn out, when i, nl:o, was fonnd to be
covered with hair ke the nearts just mentioned,

In the reign of (ueen Mary, when Cranmor,
Arohbishop ol Cnnturbury, was brought to the
stuke, he fiest thrust bhis right bhand ioto the
fire, because with 1t he had signed his recanta-
tion. It was consnmed drst, and thon the rest
ol his body. But his heart, like that of Zulng-
Nus, remained whole.

fell, Alter bis den i the wound was found to be
i bresdih of a thouer, and o great quantity of
blond was found in the thornx.

Baron Dupuyfron, the great French surgeon,
bas reported conse of & mun who received o
gtab on the left <ide of his chest, November &,
1£81. He was brooght to the Hotel Dioa, but
the symptoms unier which he labored did not
lend to the suspicion thet he had received a
wound of (he heart at all. He died on the 13th,
of cerebral disease, On fnspection of the body,
it waa found that the left ventricle was wounded
about the middle, and a little to the right, its
cuvity having been penetrated In n fransverse
direction. Tue wouud was three lines and & half
acrogs and one liee irow above downward, The
external Bbres of (ke heart separated the most,
and the opening diminished gradually, so that
the internal Kbres were in contaet, and closed
the wound.

In the opimon of Dupuyiren, injuries of the
heart wre npot necossarily fatal,  But Taylor, in
his exteneive worl on Medieal Jurisprudence,
states his beliet that, with one exception only,
there e no csse on record in which a person has
recovered from a pouetrating wound of the cavi-
ties ol the heuwrt,
